Brethren and sisters, that is just 
what I am trying to tell you.

2. He Is Able to Reclaim the Worst 
of Backsliders 


That, too, has been His mission 
throughout the ages. The Bible con- 
tains records of it. How far did 
David backslide in his terrible sin 
with Uriah and Bathsheba? It 
seems to me that that was about 
the limit of a man’s drifting from 
God. Yet Jesus found him, broke 
his heart, brought him to his 
knees, restored him to His own 
gracious favor. How far did Peter 
backslide when pressed by that 
servant girl? He denied Jesus, 
whom he claimed to love, with 
such bitter words of rejection and 
cursing. Was he lost? Of course 
not, Christ loved him too well for 
that, as He loves every other back- 
slider. The look in Jesus’ eyes 
brought Peter to his shamed sens- 
es. He went out to weep, and in 
the gusty penitential passion of 
his tears found his way back to the 
Master. There. are countless other 
cases in the Bible and outside of 
it recording the misadventures of 
those who for a time took their 
eyes Off God, thus opening the way 
for the inroads and encroachments 
of Satan. But Christ has never 
lost any of His own. He always 
ana ever leaves the ninety-nine be- 
hind, to go into the desert to find 
the wandering one. He is doing it 
now, seeking out everywhere those 
who once knew the fervor of con- 
stant affection, the fire of loyal 
zeal, who have now grown cold by 
prayerlessness, by Biblelessness, 
by churchlessness, by disobedience, 
by sin. Now He is beckoning to 
you to come once more into the 
graciousness of His love, to taste 
once more of the fullness of His 
mercies, to sit once more at the 
banquet table of His compassion. 


Who does not know the story of 
Jerry McAuley? He was converted 
in Sing Sing penitentiary. Upon 
being discharged, he tried for a 
while to go straight, but circum- 
stances pressed against him. He 
went back to his old tricks, be- 
coming, if anything, even worse 
than before his reported salvation. 
He got himself a woman by the 
name of Marie and lived with her 
in open disregard of the claims of 
conventional society.. One early 


‘morning he started towards the 


downtown section of New York. 
Stopping on a street corner to light 
a cigarette, he was accosted by a 
well-dressed gentleman, -whom he 
did not seem to know. 

“Aren’t you Jerry McAuley?” 
asked the man. 

“What's that to you?” answered 
Jerry. 

*“T have been -looking for you, 
Jerry,’ spoke the man, “I was one 
of those who came to Sing Sing 
to help you in trying to lead some 
of the other prisoners to Christ. 
Where have you been?” 

“Oh, I’ve been around.” 

“You don’t mean to tell me that 
you have gone back into your old 
life after your marvelous profes- 
sion of Christ ?”’ 

“Well, a fellow’s got to live, and 
if these bulls don’t leave me alone, 
why I'll just do anything.

Today the Bowery Mission is a 
monument to the fact that Jesus 
is abdle to reclaim the worst back- 
slider. 


3. He Is Able to Save con the 
Power of Sin 


That is what we need. Every one 
of us. next to our salvation, more 
than anything or everything else 
in all the world, needs some one 
stronger than circumstances, 
mightier than sin, wiser than Sa- 
tan. We need some one who can 
encamp around about as an army 
with conquering banners. We need 
some one who can give us the 
grace, the wisdom, the power, to 
resist the devil that he may flee 
from us. We need some one who 
never tires or sleeps, some one 
whose watchful eye is keeping vigil 
over us by day and by night. Where 
shall we find such a one? In Jesus, 
blessed Jesus. The truth of God’s 
statement, “For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the 
devil,”” has been proved beyond the 
shadow of a doubt in the hundreds 
of years that have passed since 
Christ ascended to the Father. The 
contention, “Now unto him that 
is able to keep you from falling, 
and to present you faultless be- 
fore the presence of his glory with 
exceeding joy, to the only wise God 
our Saviour, be glory and majesty, 
dominion and power, both now and 
ever, Amen,” has been the mighty 
weapon, the source of encourage- 
ment, the fount of inspiration to 
the generations of Christians who 
have claimed Christ as Saviour. By 
the indwelling presence of the Holy 
Spirit, the Lord Jesus makes us 
more than conquerors over the evil 
that besets us. 


It was Dr. Venting of the South- 
western Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary who told a class of us this 
story. Years ago he was pastor of 
the great, tremendously rich Euclid 
Avenue Baptist Church, Cleveland, 
Ohio. The organist of that church 
was a young, marvelously skilled 
musician named Roland.

conscious of several things at once: 
(1) You were not merely trying to 
win an argument, not merely try- 
ing to prove your opinion to be the 
eorrect one. It was evident that 
your desire was to make known 
God’s will, God’s desire in the mat- 
ter—His side of it, and to show 
the importance of the truth to a 
Christian, (2) You were honestly 
attempting to get Christians to act 
on the truth—to avoid the conse- 
quences of violating or rebelling 
against God’s will in any matter, 
and to secure for themselves bless- 
ings from God by yielding in this 
matter, and of course, others. (3) 
The explanations were so clear as 
to remove any basis for indecision. 
(4) The urge to act on this truth 
was forcefully authoritative, con- 
vincing the Christian that this was 
God’s Word, God’s command: it 
seemed to carry an obligation to 
the reader to accept and act on the 
truth presented: It seemed God 
was urging acceptance and action. 
(5) Spiritual discernment and 
touches pervaded throughout. It 
was not just an exact, intellectual 
discourse on the ‘letter’ of the Word 
but enveloped the ‘letter’ in the 
spirit of His Word. A spiritual 
touch that especially provoked in 
me desires for greater spirituality 
and closeness to God—that in- 
creased the fascination of the spir- 
itual life for Christ—was the ex- 
planation or insistence that I Cor- 
inthians 14 on prophecy meant 
what it said when admonishing us 
to seek to prophesy.

tombstone is the word not. They 
would not come, they would not be- 
lieve, they would not trust in Je- 
sus Christ, they would not believe 
the Word, they would not come 
that they might have life, and so 
they died without life.

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water. I want to tell you, I became 
a converted doctor; I give my pa- 
tients water the minute they want 
it. I don’t know when I ever suf- 
fered such agony as during those 
thirty-six hours after I came out 
from under the anesthetic. I was 
begging for water. I finally threat- 
ened the nurse and told her that 
I would throw her out of the win- 
dow if she didn’t get me some wa- 
ter! I couldn’t move hand or foot, 
and she just laughed at me. Thirst 
is terrible.» 


The second time when I was lost 
out on the back side of Mount 
Wilson. I was out of water about 
six hours with the hottest sun I 
ever experienced, and that steep 
descent, almost like the side of 
a house—oh, it was terrible! I don’t 
know when I ever suffered thirst 
except those two times. It is in- 
describably terrible to want water 
and be unable to get it. 


Now the Saviour said, “If you 
have a thirst in your soul; if you 
have a longing which nothing has 
ever satisfied, and you are trying 
to find it here and there, and all 
you have found is some cactus and 
sand, “If any man thirst let him 
come unto me and drink and drink 
and drink.’’ Did you ever hear Him 
say that to you? It is so wonder 
fully sweet, I shall never forget the 
night I came. I was so thirsty! I 
had been trying to get peace in my 
religion, running a young people's 
society and giving my money. I 
used to go out and collect money 
for the church. We had cards with 
little places for dimes. I tested all 
my actions. I thought. “Surely my 
good deeds will outweigh my bad 
ones and I will get enough good 
deeds on Sunday to outweigh the 
six days of bad ones, and I will 
sure work hard ‘on Sunday.” Just 
to show you how foolish a person 
will be—I was. only fifteen years 
old—I had such a craving in my 
soul for something, I didn’t know 
what it was. I had a terrible hun- 
ger in my heart, and I didn’t know 
that what I needed was Christ. My 
father was a Methodist preacher, 
and a good one, too, and he won 
thousands of souls to Christ; but 
he never said one word to me about 
coming to Christ to satisfy my hun- 
ger. And my mother never said one 
word, nor my Sunday School teach- 
er, nor anybody else. I didn’t know 
what to do to be saved. Nobody 
told me, “Walter, what you need is 
Christ, He will satisfy that thirst.” 
I found it out anyway, thank God! 
I shall never forget sitting out on 
the street corner in front of a sa- 
loon one Sunday night. I looked up 
through the stars and said, “Lord 
Jesus, I want You. I have tried ev- 
erything I can find. I have tried 
high school sports, and all the 
pleasures I know. I have tried the 
church and young people’s meet- 
ings. I have tried working for You, 
and I am as empty as I can be. I 
am thirsty, and I want You.” And 
just like a shot, the Spirit of God 
brought to my mind a verse; and 
to this day I don’t know where that 
verse came from. I don’t remember 
ever having heard it preached on 
at that time. It was Colossians 2: 
14, “Blotting out the handwriting 
of ordinances that was against us, 
which was contrary to us, and took 
it out of the way, nailing it to his 
cross.” And I said, “Thank You, 
that settles it. Thank You, that 
settles it!”” Oh, say, the thirst was 
satisfied! I came to Him that night, 
weary and worn and sad and found 
in Him a resting place, and He 
made me plenty glad. 


Beloved, I want you to hear His 
voice tonight, He wants you. It is 
not your profession He wants, it 
is you He wants. He said to a 
young man, “Go and sell all that 
you have, turn it into money, your
